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Allowable Subject Matter 

1) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach the claimed bearing features used in combination with a pinion shaft, 
wherein an outer ring formed with large diameter raceway and a small diameter 
raceway, an inner ring formed with large diameter raceway and a small diameter 
raceway, a plurality of balls positioned between respective raceways, clearances on 
the two large diameter raceway surfaces and clearances on the two small diameter 
raceway surfaces are different in such a manner that upon applying a load on the 
pinion shaft, the row of balls on the anti-pinion gear side of the two rows of balls is 
subjected to the load prior to the row of balls on the pinion side. Accordingly, claims 
1-10 are allowable.
